The C IO steelworkers union said 
today recent steel price increases 
were caused by an industry “ pub­ 
lic be hanged attitude” and not 
by higher labor costs. 
Some top steel executives said | 
yesterday that even with last 
month’s $4 a ton general increase, 
prices are too low for the future 
health of the industry. But the 
union 
said the 
boost was “ un­ 
warranted” and “ indefensible.” 
Otis Brubaker of Pittsburgh, re­ 
search director and spokesman for 
the union 
that claims 1,000,000 
members, said the price rise was 
“ far in excess of any demonstrable 
cost increases.” 


Brubaker’s statement— 67 
sta­ 
tistic-laden pages— was prepared 
for 
delivery before 
the Senate- 
House economic committee, which 
has been looking into the price 
boosts. 


Until today, the committee had 
heard only from the heads o i the 
steel companies. Without excep­ 
tion they cited higher costs, espec­ 
ially the new pension and insur­ 
ance programs the steelworkers 
got after their strike last fall. 


These programs are to be finan­ 
ced entirely by the steel compan­ 
ies. 


Four of these firms— Inland 
Steel, National Steel, Jones and 
Laughlin and Alleghany Ludlum 
— filed statements with the Senate 
group expressing the 


not high enough. 
President Clarence B. Randall 
of Inland Steel commented that 
Congress “ obviously cannot on one 
hand ask us to risk new capital 
(for expansion) and on the other 
deny us the earnings by which 
such capital can be attracted.” 
Ernest T. Weir, chairman of the 
National Steel Corp., added that 
“ steel profits have been moderate.” 
But Brubaker insisted that the 
industry is seeking “ outrageously 
higher profits.” He said that the 
pension and insurance programs 
could have been handled without 
any increase in prices, and de­ 
clared: 
“ W e are tired of being a public 
whipping boy for this industry.”

Three new parking ordinances, I 
which were first read at a previ- I 
ous meeting, were passed by the 
city council Wednesday night. 


One ordinance prohibits parking I 
“ on the west side of Dayton A ve ­ 
nue, from the B. and O. railroad 
tracks south, for a distance of 90 
feet.” 


Parking is prohibited by another 
ordinance 
"on the east 
side of 
Delaware Street, from the inter­ 
section of Columbus Avenue and 
Delaware Street to the south side 
of the 
intersection of 
Delaware 
and Market Streets.” 


The third ordinance passed pro­ 
hibits parking “ of vehicles other 
than one-half ton trucks or auto­ 
mobiles on the west side of Dela­ 
ware Street, from the intersection 
of Columbus 
Avenue and 
Dela­ 
ware Street to the south side of 
the intersection of Delaware and 


Market Streets.” ' 


Violations of 
these ordinances 
carry a $5 fine. 
The restrictions go into effect 
immediately because they carried 
emergency clauses.

The «emm**iwoner reported 39 
cases of food poisoning in Colum­ 
bus. He said a check of health of­ 
ficials in other cities where puffs 
were sold disclosed these cases: 
Marion, 7; Lima, 8; Newark, 9; 
Mt. 
Vernon, 2; Springfield, 
4; 
Zanesville, 6; Mansfield, 
4; and 
Granville, 3. 
Dr. Goodlow has asked all Co­ 
lumbus bakeries to cease selling 
cream-filled pastries until further 
notice. A health department- or­ 
dinance here prohibits such sales 
from M ay 15 to Oct. I.

Reds Ease Blockade 


On American Trucks 


H E L M ST E D T , 
Germany, 
Jan. 
26 — (A*)— 
An American army 
truck convoy crossed the Soviet 
zone 
frontier without difficulty 
early today. But nearly 400 G er­ 
man trucks were caught in the 
five-day Russian “ baby blockade” 
on the Berlin autobahn traffic. 
Soviet 
guards at 
Helmstedt 
quickly cleared some 40 American 
vehicles loaded with supplies for 
the Berlin m ilitary post. The U. S. 
A rm y instituted 
a once-a-week 
convoy to Berlin last summer to 
test 
periodically Russia’s 
good 
faith in ending the Berlin block­ 
ade. 


The Soviet slow-dowh was more 
vigorous against German traffic 
today than any time since it be­ 
gan without warning last Sunday. 
Two 
hundred German 
trucks 
from 
Western Germany 
were 
backed up for three miles on one 
side of the Soviet checkpoint at 
Helmstedt. 
On the other side nearly 200 
trucks from Berlin, cleared by the 
Russians on their eastv’ard trip, 
were forced to wait for premis­ 
sion to leave the Soviet zone. 


W allace Denies 


Connections with 
Uranium Shipment 


W A SH IN G T O N , Jan. 28— (ZP)— 
Henry A. Wallace said today he 
had 
“ absolutely nothing to do 
with” wartime uranium shipments 
to Russia. 


Wallace, wartime vice 
presi­ 
dent, testified before the House 
unAmerican activities committee. 
He asked to be heard after Radio 
Commentator Fulton Lewis, Jr., 
said in a broadcast last month that 
Wallace helped the Russians get 
supplies 
of 
atomic 
materials. 
Uranium is used in making the 
A-bomb. 
In a statement, Wallace told the 
committee he did not even know 
the Russians where asking licenses 
for the shipments. He added: 


“ I did know that 
lend-lease 
recommended, 
after

with the Manhattan district, that 
they be issued, and the agency 
which I headed, the Bureau of 
Economic Warfare, had no dis­ 
cretionary authority with respect 
to them.”

Slot machines, Hoover declared, 
are the basis of organized gamb­ 
ling and, if barred from inte 
state shipment, “ would certainly 
slow up the operations of these 
groups and syndicates.” 
Gambling today is the nest egg 
of the criminal underworld which 
operates throughout this country,” 
he asserted.

The 
embezzlement 
indictment 
charges Judge Harris last Feb­ 
ruary took $150 paid to the court 
by a husband for maintenance of 
his divorced wife. 
The check fraud count charged 
he tried to pay back money with 
a check on a bank in which he had 
no account. 
The forgery charge alleged he 
signed another man’s name to an 
application for a birth certificate. 
(Judge Harris in 1931 served a 
seven-month term in federal pris­ 
on on a forgery charge.)

It is the conclusion of the National Ad­ 
visory Committee for Aeronautics that, if 
the United States is to maintain military 
supremacy in the air, it is imperative that 
we soon develop practical, tactically use­ 
ful warplanes flying faster than the speed 
of sound. This conclusion is based on the 
premise that a potentially hostile nation 
might develop superspeed bombers capable 
of delivering atomic bombs to American tar­ 
gets from distant bases. From the standpoint 
of either scientific reasoning or ordinary 
logic, the possibility must be admitted. 
The situation sir jests the endless strain 
and spiralling cost of military supremacy. 
Once we have developed 
the aircraft the 
NAC A says are needed, it will have to be 
presumed that a potential enemy might de­ 
velop similar craft, and find a way either to 
use them against us or defend 
their own 
planes from them. It would then be neces­ 
sary to take some new step to hold supre­ 
macy. 
We have to keep supremacy in the air and 
on the seas, under present international cir­ 
cumstances. Without control over those two 
modes of approach we are a vulnerable na­ 
tion, and helpless to offer assistance to any 
friendly nation except our two next-door 
neighbors. We could not protect our over­ 
seas territories nor fulfil our overseas com­ 
mitments. 
It must soon become apparent that neither 
the United States nor any other great power 
can spare the resources and energy for an 
endless race for supremacy in any military 
field. Scientific progress promises to make 
the race fantastically expensive. It behooves 
us to change the international circumstances 
so as to destroy permanently the need for 
supreme military force.

But their use on trans­ 
continental roads staggers the imagination. 
This vision will delight the traveling mo­ 
torist, who is bound to wonder how far into 
the future Steiner has gazed.

try. Although the charge against 
him was perjury, the untruth­ 
fulness was concerned with an 
act of espionage. As he was con­ 
victed of one, he stands con­ 
victed of the other. . 
It was hard to believe when 
the charges were first hurled at 
Hiss, but. mind, they were first 
hurled at him in 1938 and 1939. 
Yes the greatest advances that

Acheson and others in the state 
department. 
In fact, the Far Eastern policy 
came under Alger Hiss’s in­ 
fluence after Dr. J. B. Matthews 
of the Dies committee handed 
to the Department of Justice the 
list of members of the Harold 
Ware communist cell formed to 
infiltrate oui government—a list 
which 
included 
the 
name 
of 
Alger Hiss. 
At the time that Alger Hiss 
and his associates started their 
operations, this country was not 
allied in war with Soviet Russia. 
After a long wait of 16 years, 
Roose\elt altered the American 
policy 
and 
recognized 
Soviet 
Russia, which had agreed not to 
interfere in our domestic affairs, 
an agreement immediately broken 
by the Russians. During the per­ 
iod when Alger Hiss, W hittaker 
Chambers and Julian Wadlcigh 
wefe stealing files from the state 
department, our relations with 
Soviet Russia were uncertain: 
during the period when the Dies 
committee discovered the list of 
the 
Harold 
Ware 
cell, 
Soviet 
Rn Ma was actually in alliance 
with Nazi Germany, the Hitler- 
Stalin alliance, which made pos­ 
sible World War ll. 
^Perhaps it was because of this 
background, tiiat no attem pt was 
made during either Hiss trial to 
say that his actions were guided 


by national policy. Yet, the fact 
is that every man in the Harold 
Ware cell did become an impor-* 
tant figure in the American gov­ 
ernment, 
influencing 
policies 
which have left a permanent im­ 
prest on this nation. Perhaps 
none of them can now be in­ 
dicted, although they can be held 
for contempt of a congressional 
committee or for perjury. 
Alger Hiss is a symbol of a 
mad period in our government. 
A period during which admin­ 
istrative control had become so 
loose that major policies were 
determined at low levels. It was 
in the Roosevelt new deal that 
sm art 
boys 
and 
girls. yc?ung, 
brash, inexpert, doctrinaire, were 
imported into the adm inistra­ 
tion, from eastern colleges, with 
the Harvard Law School con­ 
tributing an undue share. 
Many of these young persons 
had, at college, joined the com­ 
munist party: some had gone 
a d v e nturously 
underground: 
others 
were of the 
breed 
of 
cowardly fellow-travellers, sym­ 
pathizers with but non-partici­ 
pants in the various subversive 
movements established in this 
country by Moscow since 1934. 
Many Of their colleauges are 
still teaching in our universities, 
corrupting future generations and 
a fanatical conviction which not 
many posses.'. Yet, the fact re­ 
mains that no m atter what was 
done 
to 
guard 
our 
military 
secrets, including the atom bomb, 
the Russians were able to get 
everything we had. It is certan 
that they could not have had such 
access to our files and data with­ 
out the assistance of government 
officials.

PEOPLE who are bothered— 
and who bother others—by the 
bad habit of belching often think 
their trouble is due to the form a­ 
tion of gas within the stomach. 
In medicine the word “never” is 
seldom accurate but this is. nev­ 
ertheless, a truly rare situation. 
The acid secreted by the stom ­ 
ach helps to keep food* from fer­ 
m enting and forming gases. Now 
and then certain people may lack 
this acid and. in these cases, small 
am ounts of gas may be produced, 
particularly lf there is delay in 
emptying the stomach. 


Cancer of Stomach 
The belching of gas which has 
a bad odor may only now and 
then be a symptom of a cancer of 
the stomach; hence, lf this symp­ 
tom occurs In middle-aged or 
elderly persons, immediate study 
by a physician must be made. 
In the great m ajority of cases, 
the gas brought up by belching 
is only swallowed air. A great deal 
of air is swallowed when a person 
eats too rapidly. If an X-ray of 
the stomach is taken, a bubble of 
air is seen in the stomach as a 
general rule. If too much air gets 
into the stomach, there is an un­ 
comfortable feeling of fullness 
which is relieved by belching. 
Baking Soda 


Many persons have found that 
taking baking soda relieves this 
feeling of fullness. It does so by 
forming another gas known as 
carbon dioxide which in turn, 
produces the belching.

Swallowing Air 
Sometime* the air swallowing 
gets to be a habit. In such 
cases, the belching may start 
early In the morning and con­ 
tinue throughout the day. This is 
a habit which can be broken. 
Keeping the mouth open by put­ 
ting In it a tertte object which 
prevents swallowing will be help­ 
ful. 
However, whenever repeated 
belching occurs there is always 
need for a careful study to make 
sure th at it is not due to some 
disease of the stomach, bowel, or 
gallbladder. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. R. A: What is coronary ar­ 
teriosclerosis with occlusion? 
Answer: Coronary arterioscle­ 
rosis means hardening of the 
coronary arteries which supply 
the heart muscle with Wood. The 
hardening has progressed to the 
point where the opening to the 
blood vessels has been blocked.
